Poreille and Lagraceful Pietsre—Our attenr- 
tion has been irresistibly drawn to a report of a 
committee, appointed by the Humane Society of 
the city of New-York to investigate “ the causes 
which produce the extreme poverty and misery. 
which hare so much increased among the la- 
bouring poor” of that city. Of these canses it 
appears the society considered “ thetic be most 
prominent, were the excessive » “<tiplication nf 
petty taverns, and the injudigjou. stem of con- 





fining in the same apartments of, ne city prison, | 
persons suspected or convicted of various de- , 


grees of guilt.” To these subjects, the report ? 


which is now before us is principally confined ; 
and though its length prevents its entire re-pub- 
lication in this paper, yet the subjoined extracts 


will be found extremely interesting to the phi- 
lanthropist and christian.—Let the reader, as he 
examines this hideous picture, reflect, that the 
mayor (Mr. De Witt Clinton) is properly consid- 
cred as the father of the city—and that he ought 
to be the conservator of its peace, and the guar- 
dian of its morals. 
[Extracts from the Report.} 


“ By a just and inflexible law of Providence, 
miserv is ordained to be the companion and the 
punishment of vice: and in proportionas a com- 
murity is corrupted, physical as we!l as moral 
evil;is introduced and propagated among them. 
Hence it is a duty which every Society ovves as 
well to the individuals who compose it as to the 
Great Governor of all, to preserve the purity of 
the public morals, and to abstain from permit- 
ting, and still more frem authorising, whatever 
may tend to deprave the manners, or destroy the 
principles of its members. 

“ Supposing these observations to be correct, 
the committee think that no existing evil requires 
a more prompt and effectual remedy, than the 
excessive number of licences for retailing spiri- 
tuous liquors which are annually granted in this 
city. 

“ By the charter ofthe city the mavor is au- 
thorised to grant licences to whom and to as ma- 
ny as hethinks proper. He receives for each 
the sum of forty shillings, of which he retains 
nineteen for himself, and pays the residue into 
the ci Treasury. By a law of the state all per- 
sons selling spirituous liquors in smaller quanti. 
ties than five gallons must also receive a hcence 
from the Commissioner of Excise, who deter- 
mines the sum to be paid therefor at his own dis- 
cretion, provided it be not less than five nor 
more than fifty dollars. From the money thus 
raised, the commissioner is permitted to retain 
five hundred dollars per annum, and the residue 
belongs to the Corporation. 

“ Under these regulations, upwards of Seven- 
teen Hundred tavern licences were, during the 
last year, granted by the Mayor, and ubout two 
thousand licences to retail spirituous liquors are 
yearly issued by the Commissioner. 

* This astonishing number cannot be required 
for the accommodation of the citizens, or the 
convenience of strangers. 

* vom information obtained from the mayor’s 
office of Philadelphia, it appears that the whole 
number of persons licensed to keep taverns, in- 
cluding beer heuses, and to sell liquors by retail 
in that city, amount only to one hundred and 
ninety, and that in the county of Philadelphia 
(comprehending the suburbs of the city, several 
considerable towns and villares, and a large tract 
of country) there are two hundred and forty.— 
No doubt, however, is entertained but that a 
great number of persons in doth cities retai) li- 
quors without any authority or licence. 

“ The Committee think that the bare statement 
of these facts is sufficient to prove the existence 
of an evil at once injurious, and disgraceful to 
this city, and the more the subject is investiga- 


ted, the more enormous and d-etructive does 
thatevil appear. it causes, or aggravates, the 


misery and poverty, of most of the laboring poor ; 
it fills the list of unfortunate debtors maintained 
by this society ; it crowds the Alms-House, the 
Hospital, the State, and the City Prisons. 

“ Inns must be provided for travellers, and it 
may be thought expedient to permit seme pla- 
ces, in which those who are unable to purchase 
much liquor at a time, may procure it in smaller 
quantities. Butthe great mass of those who 
take licences, have neither the desire nor the 
means to entertain guests. They vend their li- 
quors in little shops situated generally in obscure 
streets, and often in cellars. Their only object 
is to acquire profit, and to this end every artifice 
is employed by which the laborer may be enticed 
to squander in intoxication, those earnings by 
which his family should be supported. Hence 
these petty taverns exhibit perpetual scenes of 
viot, and disorder. Hence law-suits, and crimi- 
nal prosecutions. Hence that day which the re- 
ligion and laws of the country have set apart for 
the public worship of God, is openly profaned. 
In houses of this description, liquor is cons‘antiv 
sold on that day, in defiance of the law. And 
the poor instead of spending the time allotted 
them for rest from their labor, and the service 
of their Maker, are encouraged to devote it to 
imtoxication and profanity. 

“ These enormities so fatal to the health and 
morals, and frequently to the life of the individu- 
als who commit them, and so contrary to law 
both divine and human, cannot but be discrace- 
ful, and wiil ultimately prove ruinous to the peo- 
pie among whom they are tolerated 
__“ Supposing that the city contains 14,000 fam- 
ilies which is a probable calculation, it will ap- 
pear that one seventh of the inhabitants are main- 
tained by seiling poison to the rest. Can it be 
wise? Can it be consistent with duty, thus to 
distbute incentives to vice, through every strect 
inthe city ?” 

‘In obedience to the latter part of their in- 
structions the Committee have visited the Bride- 
well or City Prison —It contained 165 persons, 
of whom 93 were men, and 72 women. 

““In one apariment were confined the male 
prisoners accused of Burglary and other atro- 
cious crimes and who had not yet been tried, to- 
gether with seme Convicts —Tieir situation was 
tolerably comfortable. and attention seemed to 
have been paid to keep them clean. 

“ Another apartment contained all the female 
prisoners, Vagrants, Prostitutes, women senten- 
ced to imprisonment for 30 and 6) davs, female 
paupers who had misbehaved in the Alms-house, 
and those committed on suspicion only. Black 
and white, sick and well, of all ages, from in- 

fants at the breast, to 7U years old, were here in- 
discriminately mingled together. Several of 
these women were destitute of a garment of any 
kind, and had nothing but a dirty blanket wrap- 
ped round them —Most of the others were very 
ragged, and all extremely dirty. Few had sufh- 
cient covering for the might, and thew lay pro- 
miscuously on the floor. Their countenances 
were in general wan and sickly, and the air of 
the room was intolerably bad. ‘Two of the 
white women, and one of the blacks were insane, 
und seeared to be occasionally treated as objects 
of diversion by the others. : 

“* The provisions allowed them, are a portion 
of meat with potatoes. but without bread, every 
other day, the residue of the time, they have 
mush and molasses, twiceaday. Thisis brought 
in by the keeper, and sct on the floor in a tub, 
round which the prisoners place themselves— 
spoons and tin cups are furnished te some of 
them, but the greater number are without any. 
One woman 1s appointed by the keeper to pre- i 
serve order, and is styled the Captain, and she 
exercises the whip on her feliow-prisoners at dis- 
creuon. 


Ratler, once said to bea dceent women, and 
wife to the master of a vessel. She was former- 
ly in the alms-honse, but was two years aro 
transported to Bridewell. Having been. dread- 
fully burnt, her appearance is too shocking to 
describe. She is subjectto fits. and oceasionally 
insane, and when in that condition. often bests 
her room-mates—She lately almost killed a 
child. 

“« The situation of the men’s apartments was 
so similar to that of the one already described, 
that the Committee forbear to detail their abser- 
vations at length. In one of the rooms, conta n- 
ing both bleck and whites, the captain was a ne- 
gro, and said that he was often obliged to strip 
and whip his companions. In a corner of ene 
room was 2 man, by orders of the captain, in 
heavy chains. Several bovs, from 12 to 15 vears 
of are, were confined among these men.—On the 

' ground floor of the prison was a miserable wretch 
of the name of Paul, anative of New-Jersev.— 
He is blind and insane—has vo bed, but lies up- 
on the floor, and uses a block for his pulow— 
The keeper stated that when furnished with a 
shirt the rats soon eat it off—He is sometimes 
very unruly, and the persons confined with hin 
being ofien drunk, frequently beat and abuse 
him.—RBattles, it was said, frequently ensued, in 
which his great strength was a subject of re- 
mark. 

“ Why, or when this man was confined in this 
horrible place, the Committee are iznorant— 
The keeper informed them that he found him 
there upon his appointment to office, which 
was ten vears ago. 

“ In all the apartments persons committed on 
suspicion, though not yet indicted, are confined 
promiscuously with those who hare already 
been convicted; and most of the prisoners of 
both descriptions are employed in picking oa- 
kum. 

“It is needless for the committee to make 
manv remarks on the foregoing statement ofthe 
condition of this prison. And they are convinc- 
ed that no remedy can be introduced with any 
effect while the present System is pursned.— 
We loose sight of the misery these poor objects 
of our commisseration undergo, when we reflect 
on the consequesces of confining a number of 
young inexnerenced persons, and some‘imes in- 
nocent, with hardened old offenders. Here ev- 
erysort of corruption is generated that it is in 
the power of wickedness and poverty to produce 
Tie old corrupt the voung; the lewd inflame 
the more modest ; and the audacious harden the 
tinid. Every one fortifies his mind as far as he 
iseapable, against his own remaining sensibility, 
eirleavoring to practise on others, the arts that 
ae practised on himself. In this condition cor- 
mpted and corrupting. imprisonment instead of 
emending the culprit, serves by the contagion of 
sad ¢xample, and the exasperation of bad pas- 
sions. torender him an hundred fold more vicious, 
and untractable.” 

Appeals to the People—Much is said in the de- 
mocratic papers, and by the war-party in Con- 
gress, about Mr. Jackson’s “ appeal to the peo- 
ple ;” and many honest but misguided men are 
credulous enough to believe that the British 
minister has actually appealed from the decision 
of the government, tothe people. Those who 
propagate this tale, know better; but their ob- 
ject is, to place a mere circular letter addressed 
by Mr. Jackson to the British consuls in the U- 
nited States, on the szme dishonorable footing 
with Genet’s famous appeal from the decision 
of the Washington administration.

on one most material pointe of which an answer 
has not been returned to an official and written 
overture ) 

** One of the facts alluded to has been admit- 
ted by the Secretary of State himself in his letrer 
to me of the 19h of October, viz-—That the 
thre conditions f rming the substance of Mr. 
ERs t¥P’s original Ins:ruction, ‘vere submitted 
tohim by that gentlernan. The other, viz — 
That that instruction is the only onein which 
the Conditions were prescribed to Mr. Erskine 
for the conclusion of an arrangement on the mar- 
ter to which it related, is known to me by the 
instructions which I have myself received. 

* In stating ‘hese facts, and in adhering to 
them, as my duty imperiously enjoined me to do, 
in order to repel the frequent charges of il! faith 
which have been made against His Majesty’s 
Government, I could not imagine that offence 
would be taken at it by the American Govern- 
ment, as most certainly none could be intended 
on my part; and this view of the subject has 
been made known to Mr. Smith. 

* But, as lam informed bv him that no fur- 
ther communication will be received by him 
from me, I conceive that I have no alternative 
lef: which is consistent with the King’s dignity, 
bur to withdraw altogether from this city, and to 
await elsewhere the arrival of his Majesty’s 
commands upen the unlooked-for turn which 
has thus been given to his affairs in this country. 

‘* J mean, in the interval, to make Ne«-York 
the place of my residence, where you will hence- 
forward please direct your communications to 
me, as I shall be accompanied by every member 
of His Majesty’s Mission. 

“Tam, with great truth and respect, 

** Sir, your most ob’t humble serv’e. 
[Signed] “F.J JACKSON. 
“To —--, His Majesty's Consu!, at —.” 

(*] Tdis wwertwie is on the affair of the Chesa- 
peale. 

A copy ofthis letter was inserted in ali the pa- 
pers, both federal and democratic, not as an ap- 
peal to the people, but as an interesting political 
document. It isnot known whether Mr. Jack- 
son had any agency whatever in making it pub- 
lic. The substance of it was also communicated 
by Mr. Oakley to the secretary of state, and was 
sent to Congress with the other documents that 
accompanied the president’s message.—Now 
look at Genet’s appeal, which, at the time it was 
made, received the approbation of the leading 
democrats, and their newspapers, throughout the 
union :—

The truth end nething but the truth—For the 
present Astrea must stand aside to make way for 
his superiors. The Secretary of State, Mr. Rob- 
ert Smith, is now to claim a pretty large share of 
our attention, and I have long been impatient to 
introduce him. His examination promises to 
aflord us no little instruction. It is time that 
ihe public should begin to see things in théir 
irue ight. Impudence and imposture haye had 
their run: now let the small stil! voicaof truth 
and candor be heard. And I have not the sha- 
dow of doubt, that when things shail come to be 
placed in a just view ; when hypocrisy shall be 
laid naked ; shuffling and déceit exposed; incon- 
sistencies and contradictions confronted ; daring 
falsehoods put to flight, and the tortuous train 
of dishonesty unfolded in its real deformity, the 
people of this country will be found possessed 
both of discernment and virtue enough to pro- 
nounce, by a vast majority, a righteous judg- 
ment on the late transactions at Washington.— 
Emboldened by this belief, I advance with alac- 
rity to the honorable task I have assigned my- 
self. 

It appears from the first letter in the corres- 
pondence before us, that the Administration, 
having concluded to receive the British Ambas- 
sador, admitted him to one of the rights and 
privileges belonging to every public minister, 
just long enough to enable them to play the 
game which they intended to play, and which 
they have played. ‘They permitted him to en- 


with the Secretary of State, until the expiration 
of six days, during which time two oral confer- 
ences had been held. They then thought they 
had obtained enough for their purpose, and has- 
tened to give hima formal notice that they 
should hold no further conversations with him. 
They supposed they had now secured his meas- 
ure and could govern themselves by it. It has 
not escaped recollection that a similar artifice 
was practised towards Mr. Rose: they discov- 
ered the extent and limitation of his powers, and 
then framed their negociations accordingly; they 
suited themselves to the case; always taking 
care to make such proposals as they had pre- 
viously been informed, by the envoy, it was out 
of his power to accept. The result was what 
they calculated it would be ; the negociation was 
frustrated, their object was accomplished and 
the blame thrown upon the other party. We 
shall now see that their sole aim im admitting 
Mr. Jackson to a personal interview was to ob- 
tain an opportunity of making similar discove- 
ries and playing off upon him a similar game. 
But here they found themselves reckoning with- 
out their host. If Mr. Jackson had been ever 
so much disposed to be frank and credulous, the 
fate of Mr. Rose was a warning to him, and while 
therefore he was free to converse and to explain, 
he was very justifiably prudent to reserve, and 
very properly, cautious to conceal. He neither 
made known to them, in the first insiance, the 
nature and limitations of his instructions, nor did 
he commit himself by “ any proposal whatever.” 
He contented himself with conveying to the ad- 
ministration the sincere desire of the king to 
‘“‘ terminate amicably the existing differences be- 
tween the two countries,” and with informing 
them that if he should find that such an arica- 
ble termination might probably be made, he 
was, in such event, armed with a “ full power” 
to agree upon and even conclude atreaty. He 
carefully abstained from a in this early 
stage, what were the terms and conditions by 
him expected, much less did he intimate that 
stipulations of any kind were to be first obtained 
from the United States, as preliminaries to his 
yielding any thing on his part. But it will be 
secn, that all his prudence, all his caution, all 
his vigilance, availed him not, for what can pru- 
dence, caution or vigilance, avail arainst studied, 
perverse and persevering bold misrepresenta- 
tion ? 

Having debarred him the exercise of one of 
the “ most essential rights of a public ininister,” 
by cutting off all further opportunities of verbal 
conference, “ so beneficial to a right understand- 
ing of the views of the two countries,” had such 
understanding been their object, they commence 
their operations by a formal letter: “a sort of 
correspondence, (as Mr. Jackson justly observes, 
and as they were fully aware without such obser- 
vation) not calculated to remove differences and 
soothe irritations of the most unfortunate ten- 
dency.” But if this sort of correspondence was 
objectionable on such score in itself, what must 
we think of those who had recourse to it, when 
we find them beginning it with material misre- 
presentations of important facts, and which mis- 
representations we are compelled to believe were 
wilful, from finding them obstinately persevered 
in, after having been corrected, not only up to 
the close of the correspondence, but after it was 
closed, in their printed justification offered the 
people under pretence of its being a despatch to 
Mr. Pinkney in London? What must we think 
Task; what shall we say’? That such is the 


truth and nothing but the truth, it is the special | 


urpose of this number to shew. Alas! Why 
must I blush for my country as my pen performs 
its office ?

Here was euch a material misrepresentation off

dingly, in his letter of the 11th of October, he 
makes the following formal denial of what had 
thus been imputed to him : 
“On the subject of His Majesty’s Orders in 
Council, Ihave had the honour of informing 
you, that his M:jesty having caused to be 
“ made to the government of the United States 
* certain proposals founded upon principles, 
“ some of which were understood to originate 
“ in American authorities, and others to be ac- 
“‘ quiesced in by them—and having afterwards 
“ ascertained. in the manner mentioned in a for- 
mer part of this letter. that the sentiments of 
“the American government were so different 
“ from what they were at first understood tebe, 
“ Twas not inetructed to renew to you thove pro- 
“ poais. nor to press upon your acceptance an are 
“rangement which had been recently declined, es- 
“ pecially as the arrangement itself is become 
“ jess important, and the terms of it le$s appli- 
‘+ cable to the state of things now existung”” 


Again, in the same letter and more particular. 
ly he says : 

“ As no disposition has hitherto been shewn 
‘fon your part to make suci proposal, it has 
‘* been impossible for me to state by antcipauon 
“ (nor was [instructed so to dg) what might be 
“the answer thet I should eventually wank it 
“ my duty to return to you ; comsequentiy, I could 
“ not have made with that view the slutement con- 
* tained in the 4th section of your letter, and the 
“three subdivisions of it’ Such a statement 
“ would have been obviously mconsistent with 
“the former part of my overture which you ve- 
*« ry correctly recorded in the turd section, viz: 
“© that J wae not instructed to make to yeu any pro- 
“ posal whatever upon tis subject.” 

Here were such denisis as one would have 
supposed, would have put this question at rest 
forever. But Mr. Robert South was not to be 
foiled so. Mr. Jackson had given no foothold; 
he had eluded the snare iad ior him, the secre. 
tary had in reality got notinng out of him, as he 
himself incautiously confessed in oniy the prece- 
ding paragraph of his jetter of the 9th October. 
Butif he had got nothing from Mr. Jackson he 
Was dnarmjpes to make something. according- 
ly he began by imputing to him whathe had nev. 
er uttered; but he began, as will be seen, with 
a fixed devermination to siick to it at all hazards. 
—The British navy was too precious a Weapon 
to be foregone or to be ever laid aside when 
once taken up. He had indeed invited Mr. Jacke 
son to correct him if in any thing he had misap- 
prehended him.

From Washington. 

A great Speech.—If Gen. German is silent in 
the senate, Mr. Fisk, a democratic representa 
tive from this state, is not so in the house. 
the 26th ult. this Mr. Fisk was delivered ofa 
speech in favor of Giles’s resolutions, which was 
so long and so large that it consumed the whole 
day. Mr.Coleman's correspondent, speaks of it 
in the following terms :-— 


“« Mr. Fisk’s speech this day was one of the 
most miserabl. ever delivered on the floor of the 
house. Not asingle new idea, nor an old idea 
in a new light appeared in a speech of several 
hours. The galleries were deserted; the seats 
of ‘he members were vacant, and the reporters 
fied from their posts. The chairman was to be 
pitied ; and if there are many more such speech 
es to be reeled off, he ought to be relieved every 
hour, as the watchmen in c.ties ares forit is 
certainly too much fur one man to be forced to 
hear so much in‘olerable dullness.” 


In the Freeman’s Journal, Mr. Fisk’s speech is 
thus taken down, or rather taken off :-— 

“Mr. Fisk addressed the chair. He said the 
question had been so long discussed, and so ma- 
ny arguments had been used upon the subject, 
that n would seem nothing wis left but to vote 
either for or against it. However, with the per- 
mission of the committee be would leg leave to 
throw in his mire b. fore the question was taken. 
Genilemen had made the discussion of this ques- 
tion co-extensive with the history of the inde- 
pendence of our country. He would not com.

To render this edition more extensively use- 
ful, the original recipes, are accompanied with 
translations in Engiish, so that those who choose, 
may write their prescriptions in latin, while 
those who are unacquainted with that language, 
miay use the more familiar one of the translatian. 

It will be perceived that Dr. Hooper has re- 
tained in most of his Formula, the language of 
the older chemists; whereas, the translator has 
employed the more scientific nomenclature of 
modern chemistry. Every article specified in 
the English Formula may be found by referring 
to the index of “ Murray’s Materia Medica,” the 
best work in our language on that subject, and 
one that will form a necessary appendage to this 
lictle volume. 

As the translator has not ventured to mutilate 
the prescriptions of his author, the latin Formu- 
lx of this, will be found the same as those of the 
London edition ; but sensible that the physician, 
who, in this climate, trusts to the quantities spe- 
cified in many of the recipes, will be frequently 
disappointed, he has ventured in the translation 
to make alterations, andto state the dose that 
will generally be found necessary in this country. 

These deviations from the original will be 
found principally in the class of cathartics, more 
particularly where the sudmuriate of mercury is 
wsed for that purpose. 

The translator has also added, by way of ap- 
endix, three or four other cases, which frequent- 
y come under the care of physicians in this coun. 

ary, and they are scarcely of less importance than 
those contained in the table of Dr. Hooper. 

The greatest pains has been taken in correct- 
ing the whole of this, volume ; but especially 
the Formule, and it is presumed that nota sin- 
gic error will be detected in that part of this edi. 
tion.
